Mr, A, F, Wood's Ablo Speech. 
A FULL AND ACCURATE REPORT. 


Mr. A. F, Wood, who Was rocvivod with 
applause on rising, said he had listened 
with much interest to the spedelics of hon 
contlomen on both sides, but all had not 
alike given him pleasure. He regretted 
very much the bitter epithets that 
from the mover Of the’ address Such 
language as “organized banditti,” “arch: 
enemies” and language of a.similar charac 
ter applied to hon, gentlemen on this side 
of the House was to his mind very un 
seomly. The gentleman who had precedod 
the hon. ge ntloman in the ro presentative 
in South Victoria was not oxuctly of his 
type. Teo had watched with much inter 
est his course. He noted how he had 
grown in the confidence of the House, and 
when leaving it he left with the good will of 
all and with kindly wishes for his welfare, 
Ho was sorry to say that the mantle of 
Elijah had not fallen on’ Blishas  (Ap- 
plause.) There was another thing he had 
noted, whichowas that’ almost every hon. 
gentleman who had spoken on the opposite 
side of the Hlouse seemed to think it a re- 
ligious duty to charge their lessened num 
bers to undue influence from outside—or, 
in other words, tried to cover up the fact 
that the Government's policy was unpopu 
lar by charging bribery and corruption to 
their opp: ments, and ending in) abusing 


came 


the Government at Ottawa. (Appleuse.) 
By this they tried to do two things: Ist 
To accowmit for the ds anaging defeat thoy 


had received in many constituencic 6, and 
2nd—to make it appear they. were the 
party of purity. The hon. gentleman who 
had just sat down liad in an exceedingly 
wise manner told the Housé that pos ssibly 
there was a falling- offin the Government 
support, or, in other words, that he would 
admit there was some difference. Well, 
it requirednorevelation ofthe hon: gent 
loman to establish that fact, for the logic 
of numbers was beyond, control (applause). 
He admitted there was possibly a differ- 
ence ; as if 59 in the last House was nearly 
the same ag 44 ‘a 46 in this: or that the 
Opposition had not materi: ally increased 
their numbers, when numbering 25 m *he 
last House and 38or40%in this? “(Clicérs.) 
But ns to they bribing questions he: (the 
spoaker) was not up to what took place in 
other constituencies from personal know- 
ledge, for if was necessary to attend to his 
own constituency, which was attacked by 
the hirelings of the Ontario Government, 
and togshow, the"House that the ovy Of the 
purity of the Reform party reised in the 
House was worse than humbug. He would 
brietly inform them of whit. took place in 
his own constituency, The first intimation 
of what was to be done was through a cir 
cular marked “private and confidential,’ 
emanating from the Ontario Government, 
which was handed him by a friend. He 
would not trouble the House by reading 
the whole, but would just state that after 
setting forth the fact that they had been 
badly worsted in the Dominion Elections, 
they were anxious to gather information as 
to how it had occurred’ so far as could be 
learned, and also to be informed what were 
the best tactics to pursue im the coming On- 
tivio Elections. He said the House would 
observe that they did not ask that the 
great Reform principles should be laid be- 
fore the electors, forithat had been 4 dead 
failure (appli suse) but what tricks of their 
trade could be brought to bear in his 
constituency (applause), and the first 
popes was an independent candidate, 
Applause.) He was to be yery moderate, 
ve if he loaned at all it was to be ‘*to 
virtue’s side,’’ which was Conservative.

States Much damage was done the con) 
pany at home and in England, rendering it 
absolutely impossible to sell the remaining 
bonds exce pt at great sacrifice, Referring 
to the original work porformed by the con 
under the Government and the 
amount agreed to be performed by the ayn 
dicate when the portions were taken over 
by it, he said the work will be carried out to 
the entire satisfaction of the Government. 
The progress on the section between Port 
Moody and Kamloops was of the most 
satisfactory character, and the work will be 
completed by September next, considerably 
under the time in the contract 
He lauded the company for rapidity of con- 
struction and the unexampled vigor dis 
played mi carrying out the work, Includ 
ing branches, the company had constructed 
since the contract was let 1,370 miles, and 
had also performed a large amount of work 
betwoen Callendar and Port Arthur. With 
the force all combined it would be able eas- 
ily to complete the work by 1885, He con- 
tended that if the company discharge the 
majority of the men employed in the con- 
struction, of whom there were 9,000 on the 
Lake Superior division, it would be able to 
carry on the work without any assistance 
whatever, and have it completed by 1891, 
the time specified in the contract, He ox- 
patiated at length on the vast advantage 
to accrue to Canada by the speedy construc- 
tion of the line, and said the assistance 
asked would scarcely compensate the com- 
pany for the extra outlay for speedy con- 
struction, Regarding ue character of the 
work the Government engineer and Mr. 
Sandford Fleming, hesides men of eminent 
ability to judge from the States and Eng 
land, had pronounced it unsurpassed on 
the continent, He distinctly aflirmed that 
no change was sought to be made in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway contract. The 
contract will stand now as it. stood when 
first laid before the house. Practically the 
agrooment amolntod to a postpopement for 
five years of the guarantes money and loau 
of twenty-two and a half millions to be re- 
pail May, 1891, with interest. The House 
should not forget that the money would be 
paid on a progressive estimate, He entered 
exhaustively into the figures, showing the 
expenditure and receipts of the company in 
connection with construction, land grant 
bonds, stock, &c., &e. He read the report 
of My, Miall, Inland Revenue Gommission- 
er, and Mr, Schreiber, who were sent to 
Montreal to examine the company’s books 
and report as to the statement made by 
Mr, Stephen that the company had expon- 
ded $17,000,000 in addition to the Govern- 
mont subsidy.

In lieu of the with- 
drawal of the million dollar deposit, the 
company deposited $1,900,000 of Credit 
Valley bonds. He gave some explanation 
of the relation between the North Amer- 
ican contracting company and the Canadi- 
an Pitcific Railway and promised to lay the 
contract between the companies on the 
table, From his exhaustive figures he de- 
duced) that in the impossible contingendy 
of the road falling into the hands of the 
Government the total cost to the country 
of the equipped road would only be thirty. 
eight millions, He continued speaking 
till six-o'clock, when the Speaker left the 
chair, 

Sir Charles resumed his specch at 8 and 
contended that the railway was upon a 
thoroughly sound financial basis, The fol- 
lowing words in regard to lines in Mani- 
toba are significant; ‘*Such is the con- 
clugion arrived at by the ©. P, R. in regard 
to the ability of the through line to take 
care of itself, and by its inherent power, 
its own advantages to maintain its own 
position, notwithstanding any competition 
to which it may be subjected. Although 
we have no power under the charter to 
operate or ganction the operations of 
competing lines to connect south for 
twenty yoars, we are in 4 position now 
to review and reconsider the policy of the 
Government. As to the conte: neces 
sity to protect the C, P. R. against compe- 
tition fora long period such is the power 
of the C. P. Ry to protect itself that when 
the line is constructed around Lake Superior 
it will nob be necessary to refuse. consent 
to the construction of lines running south 
to connect with American railways,’ He 
quoted the comparative figures of various 
returns in Manitoba and the Northwest for 
the past ton years, showing an cnormous 
intérease during late years. ‘To the vigorous 
prosecution of Canadian Pacific railway 
construction he attributed these results, 
He concluded in a peroration oxpatiating 
on the wonderful regoyrees and possibilities 
of the Northwoat, the wheat raising Jand 
of which, if all under cultivation, would 
raise 50 per cont more wheat than all the 
United States put together, 

Mr, Blake, who has been charging him- 
self with figures for the past fow days, and 
who took voluminous notes during the 
speech, rose amid applause. He urged 
that great advantages. had been given the 
Canadian Pacific railway and nothing asked 
in rebum, The surrender of the 20 years’ 
monopoly in the Northwest should be in- 
sisted on, as it would do more hanmn than 
my conceivable cause, He concluded at 
12.30, having spoken three and a half 
hours

The Company of General Insurance at Pa- 
ris was an example of the seeoudt system of 
participation to which lic had referred, 
about 250 persons were cimployed in that 
establishment, participation having now 
beon in practice there for thirty years. It 
wis fixed at five per cent, on the protits of 
the company, and allotted in proportion to 
the individual salaries carned, No part of 
au employes share of the profits was paid 
over to him in ready money.

~~ ELECTORAL CORRUPTION 


A Grit journal, evidently impressed with 
the belief that existing legal enactments 
are not sufticiently stringent in their char: 
acter to stamp out bribery, intimidation, 
and all the other devices which have in all 
countries and at all times—and more espe- 

cially, strange as it may appear, n those 
countries whose citizens have the fullest free 
dom of the franchise—been resorted to, in 
order to induce the electors to vote other- 
wise than as their opinions would incline 
them or their consciences dictate, declares 
that, in its opinion, enactinents to the fol- 
lowing effect would secure absolute purity 
of election : 

1, To make canvassing a penal offence. 

2. Compulsory voting. 

Such proposals savor strongly of Radical- 
ism, the professors of. which, whilst never 
tired of dilating upon the rights of the 
people, seldom fail to turn out tyrants when 
opportunity is afforded them to display 
themselves in their true colors. 

The object of the law is to provide 
against crimes and offences—to protect 
the peaceful and to punish the aggressor. 
The act of asking a man for his vote is not 
a crime ; it is not immoral ; it involves no 
evil consequences. Therefore, it is one of 
those liberties which no man 
eously be deprived of. To declare, by 
statutory enactment, the exercise of such 
a right a penal offence, would be a viola- 
tion of the liberty of the subject ; and we 
conceive that no free-born Canadian would 
tamely submit to such a limitation of his 
liberty of action—such an opening of the 
door to that tyranny and oppression 
against which the Grits of Canada and 
Radicals of other countries declaim, Such 
a proposition could emanate only from a 
person who has but little regard for his 
own liberty, and none at all for that of his 
follow-citizens. 

The advocates of temperance, to cite a 
somewhat similar caso, have been accused 
of fanaticism and intolerance; but they 
have never asked Parliament to make the 
asking of a man to drink intoxicating 
liquors a penal offence. Such a 
would have been reasonable 
than that to prohibit canvassing ; for it is 
a fact beyond question that very 
evils result from the custom, 
whereas it cannot be truly said that any 
ill necessarily results from. canvassing, If 

it were possible to suppress canvassing, 
electoral corruption would not be hinder- 
ed. 
ruption to a minimum—we do not believe 
itcan be entirely done away with—is 
make the law more stringent, and to pun- 
ish the bribed as woll as the briber. 

The proposal to make voting compulsory 
is equally abhorrent to a free people. The 
liberty of the franchise cannot be interfer- 
ed with, That trust is committed to those 
who are qualified by law for the purpose 
of using it 4s-their judgment dictates. Cer-

cast a blank ballot / 

We therefore hold that such a law as our 
Grit contemporary proposes would, in the 
lirst place, be null and yoid because it could 
not be enforced, and therefore vicious, 
because of the impossibility of its enforce- 
ment, 


In the second place, it would be an 
infringement on the liberty of the subject, 
and therefore tyrannous, if not unconsti 
tutional.

Hints for a Substitute for a Conseryva- 
tory. 


{t is always well to be beforehand with 
arrangements for ape ial Purposes, such as 
the season of parties and festivitios brings 
forth at this time of year. Iltis very cor 
tain that not half the possibilities on these 
occasions are doyoloped to the oxtent they 
night be, eithor as to novelty or effect, on: 
particular instance of which will now be re 
ferred to: A: conservatory, it will be ad 
mitted, is one of the most useful and ol 
gant accessories wherever festive gatherings 
are held. It, not only aflords a pleasant 
change from the heat of the rooms, but it 
wlds to the beauty of thé gonoral coup d'eril 

s result always attending the judicious 
introduction of plants and flowers It is 
not, however, the fortunate lot of every 
ontertainor Lo possess such a valuable addi 
tion to their accommodations ; yet it is quite 
possible to improvise a very effective sub- 
stitute for this desideratum in all essential 
features, with the additional advantage of 
novelty, whenever a spare room can be 
found in convenient proximity to the main 
\partinents The following suggestions, 
which may be modified weeording to indi 
vidual circumstances, will oxplain the mo 
dus operandi of carrying out the plan. The 
writer has seen such accomplished with gen 
uine success, and, what is no mean consid 
oration, at a> comparatively trifling cost 
compared with that of the hire of expensive 
furnishing plants, 

Let it be supposed that a suitable room 
has been found ; the first step will be to 
clear out all the furniture. If there isa 
chimney-glass, that may be left, as it will 
assist in completing the general effect. The 
fireplace is next to be concealed, best by 
an ivy screen 6n « trellis, wth a box at the 
foot for the reception of the plants. These 
should be high cnough to overtop the 
manutle-pieceo. The walla of the room 
should then be covered with green glazed 
calico, if with «a pattern of ivy vine 
leaves, BO nue h the better . 1On papered 
with a similar pattern, which ought to be 


varnished, The ground work of the de- 
sign will be the next consideration. This 
is to consist of artilicial tree trunks, con 


structed in the following manner, the 
number and size being regulated accord 
ing to the space at command; Uprights 
reaching to the ceiling, with a stand at the 
foot for support—imade of any rough wood 

three inches quartering will be thick 
enough—are to be placed near, but not 
quite touching the wall. If the base is 
hrm enough there will be no need of fix. 
ing. Anyone able to use a hammer and 
nails could knock these together, 
Over these uprights arg to be nailed strips 
of virgin cork to represent the bark. This 
most useful material can be purchased at 
about ten shillings per hundredwoight. It 
is very light, and is of various size lt pieces 
for ditferent uses. Towards the top of the 
uprights short arms of wood iiay be fixed 
to represent the branches, covered witht 
the cork in a similar way to the trunks, At 
the back of these,in natural positions, light 
boughs of real foliage are also to be fixed, 
This portion of the design should hang 
gracefully in imitation of those of real 
trees. If this be well managed, it is sur- 
prising how great a vraisemblance to nature 
may be produced, which may be further 
ink reased by patches of moss tacked on in 
different places, with a few bright-colored 
stufled birds also fixed in suitable posi- 
tions, Orchids; which may be artificial 
admirable imitations are to be had—may 
also be fastened to the bark here and there. 
Pockets may be likewise constructed for 
sinking small pots out of sight, or trailing 
plants.

Susannah Moodie, of Bellovill ned 
novel, * Roughing itin the Bush,’ is still 
widely read. Mr and Major 
Strickland will also be remembered by all 
middle-aged Canadians, Miss Strickland 
is the only meinber of the family who never 
visited Canada or wrote about it ; Mrs. 
Jameson wrote a couple of volumes de- 
scribing rambles through our then wild and 
then untamed country, while the remaining 
three wrote almost exclusively on Canadian 
topics, Major Strickland’s only work was 
‘Twenty-seven Years in Canada West ;’ 
Mrs. Moodie’s best known work is ‘Rough 
ing it in the Bush,’ a delightful account of 
the trials and tribulations of Mr. and Mrs. 
Moodie while establishing them in the 
“backwoods,’ while Mrs. Trail is most re- 
membered for her ‘Canadian Crusoe’ and 
*The Backwoods of Canada.’ 

Almost every later Canadian -writer on 
literary and historical subjects always as 
sumes that itis only during the past few 
years (since he began to write) that a Cana- 
dian literature really came into existence, 
and if he refers, in any way to vreceding 
works, it is with tho object of calling it 
*hog-wash,’ or some equally mellifluous 
appellation. If some of the self constituted 
critics could be induced to read the works 
of Mrs. Trail and Mrs. Moodie, or look 
over the issucs of the Literary Garland, 
which flourished in Montreal for some years 
during the * forties,’ in which many storids 
by these ladies first appeared, they miglit 
come to the conclusion that there were 
some brains in the country previous te their 
advent upon it. 

The only connecting link between the 
two periods of literary activity is Jolin Lo- 
vell, of Montreal, who then, as now, was a 
very prominent publisher.

It says 
the Government has been shutting its eyes 
to facts that all the world sees, and avoid- 
ing responsibilities which all the world 
jays at its door. The Times is, as is Woll 
known, an Independent journal with Lib- 
eral leanings,and usually supports the 
Gorernment of the day. When, therefore, 
so friendly @ critic declares against the 
‘policy of the administration, it may safely 
be assumed that it is only endeavoring te 
interpret public sentiment in doing so. 
One thing seems certain, and that is that 
the Government must either adopt a more 
vigorous policy with regard to Egyptian

of mounted gendarmes ‘and by sentries 
with fixed bayonets in covery station 
In England there is nothing of 
all this; the Queen has no inili- 


tury guard or escort, and yet all the miea- 
sures for lier protection are adinirably 
complete. A pilot engine precedes the royal 
train by twelve miles, and for half an hour 
before it passes all traffic on both tracks 
along its route is suspended. There is no 
resumption of the traffic at the different 
stations until a quarter of an hour after the 
Queen’s own train has gone by them, and, 
during this time, danger signals are exhib- 
ited at all these stations. Moreover, every 
grade crossing lias its gate locked and guard- 
od; the switches have all been safely lock- 
ed, aud men are posted along the lines to 
see that by no chance any human being or 
aulnal strays on to them. 

In the royal train itself there are two 
“look out” men besides tlie ordinary guard, 
One of them stands on the engine and faces 
the rear ofthe train to watch for signals 
from any of the windows; the other is sta- 
tioned im the guard’s van, and keeps his 
eye on the track behind the train. Tts elec- 
tric apparatus connects all the carriages 
with the engine and guard’s van, and three 
telegraph operators travel in one of the 
compartments with appliances for repairing 
the wires on the road if, in the evént of an 
accident, these wires should be found dam- 
aged. Finally, a Director of the North- 
western Company goes with the train, and 
is supposed to have charge of it—a neces- 
sary precaution, for if anything went wrong 
it would be desirable that an official should 
be on the spot with power to issue orders 
to all railway servants in the name of the 
company. No capricious, unsocial feeling 
on the Queen’s part dictates the arrange- 
ments mide to secure full privacy during 
her travels. 

When she is in good health, it is neces- 
sury that she should travel in such « way 
that no inroads be made on the time which 
she devotes to business, There is not a lady 
in her dominions so constantly occupied as 
she ; and she can only transact public and 
private atlairs to her satisfaction by never 
allowing yesterday's business to overlap to- 
day's, Every morning, while Parliaments 
sits, and twice a week at other times, she 
receives a report on the general state of af- 
fairs from the Prime Minister, who writes 
in the third person—‘* Mr, Gladstone 
presents his duty to your Majesty,” ete., 
and these reports are always answered. 
Despatch boxes are broughtinto the Queen's 
train at all the stopping stations while she 
travels, and she dictates letters to one of 
her ladies as the train hurries her along— 
these missives being afterwards handed for 
registry and copying to the Private Secre- 
tary. 

Copies of all despatches sent out from 
the foreign, colonial and India offices are 
forwarded to her, and she reads through 
the most important of them; she has also to 
affix her signature to a great many papers 
every day. Formerly she signed with her 
own hand, using a quill pen, but about five 
years ago sho adopted a stumping machine 
With a facsimile of her signature. The only 
documents which she signs now in writing 
are patents of creation of peers and knights 
of the different orders, ‘Phe heaviest part 
of the Queen's correspondence, however, 
consists in sending letters to the members 
of her widely-seattered family in England 
and abroad, Most of the princes of Ger-

Now the 
Globe wnentions with approval a rumor that 
a New York syndicate have offered to 
complete the road for tho subsidy in 
money and lands remaining unpaid, and 
pay duty on such material as is free under 
the contract. This is, of course, as patri- 
otic and as consistent as usual. 


The Grits are never tired of declaiming 
against alleged *‘monopolies,” but they 
favored the placing of the whole Railway 
system of the country in the hands of one 
Company, by receiving with favor a rumor- 
ed proposition from the Grand Trunk to 
take over and complete the PacificRailway. 
Itis well to remember, in this connection, 
that the Grit majority in the Legislature 
made the Grand Junction a portion of a 
monopoly which had long existed in the 
railway facilities of the country between 
Toronto and Montreal.

If properly put on, slates’ will 
make the best roof in the world. 

As to the size of slate, there is the least 
waste when the slates twice as Jony as 
they are'wide. ~ The best size for ordinary 
use are LO by 20, to 12 by 24, and 16 by 24 
inches. Always remember that other things 
being cqual, the larger the size the better 
quality of ston in the slate, and that the 
longer the slate the lighter the roof, and 
less likely to leak in driving storms. Tf it 
is a flat pitch, 24 inch slates can be used 
with safety wherever shingles can, Slate 
are Jaid in this way ; Take off throe urls 
of the length and lay half the remaiicder to 
the weather, Thatis, a 24-inch slate will 
lay 104 inches, and a 12 inch slate only 44 
inches, making & heavier roof and not so 
yood Dp.

The County of Hastings now made annual 
grants to the Northern Townships to assist 
them in their schools. He was sure they 
would meet this proposal in a proper spirit, 

He wasagreat adotirer of our school 
system and he believed its logical conclu- 
sion Was & prominent university maintain: 
ed efficiently by the Province and controll- 
ed by it, but he could not favor additional 
funds to the University until more ade- 
uate provisions were made for the Common 

Schools. . He was one of those who believed 
that it was the duty of the State to see that 
every child had a yood Common School 
education and he was prepared to assist in 
every way in his power for so desirable an 
end. (Applause.) He faid he would not 
take up further the time of the House 
Necessarily he had to condense his remarks 
on this very important subject, but he hop 
ed that when the information asked for was 
in the hands of members of the House, he 
should be supported by every member in 
seeking a remedy, a remedy that was larve 
lyin the hands of the Government and 
especially in the hands of the Minister of 
Education, 

Hon, Mr, Ross in reply said the returns 
asked for should be brought down at the 
carliost possible moment .

CANADIAN RECTPROCTTY. 


Under the above heading the following 
article appeared in a recent Lase of the 
Rochester Democrat—a Republican journal 
which supports the Government 


From time to time there have been 
tions that progress was being made towards ne 


mito 


curing reciprocity between the United States 
and Canada, by remitting the duties between 
the two countries on coal and iron ore, Upon 


the part of the United States apecitic legislation 
is needed, and accordingly a bill has been intro 
duced in the House declaring that the articles 
of coal, coke. and iron ore mined and produced 
in the Dominion of Canada shall be admitted 
into the United States free of duty, from and 
after the time when the Dominion Govermnent 
shall officially declare that the sante articles 
mined and produced in the United States shall 
be admitted into Canada free of duty. Domin 
ion legislation is not necessary to the end sought 
to be attained, the executive department of the 
Dominion having already ample powers, under 
existing legislation, to make the arrangement 
indieated, whenever it shall, in its judgment, 
deem it best to do so, 

The promise of the Dominion Government has 
already been secured to declare the articles nam 
ed duty free, whenever the precedent reciprocal 
legislation has been taken by the United States, 
This pledge from the Dominion Government 1s 
mainly due to the efforts of the ‘Association for 
Reciprocity in Coabkand [ron Ore,” which is.com- 
ves of the principal dealers in these articles in 
the United States. A committee, a member of 
which is H.C. Roberts, of thix city, Wax appoint 
ed to wait npon the Dominion Government and 
ascertain its views upon the matter. In further 
ance of its duty, the committee visited Ottawa 
about the middle of January, and had two very 
satisfactory conferences with Sir Leonard Tilley, 
the Minister of Finance. To those who are fo 
miliar with Canadian politics, itis known that 
the Macdonald Government obtained power, as 
committed to the policy of protection, and that 
the general effect of such policy has been bonefi- 
cial to the industries of the Dominion. Upon 
the special matter brought to thé attention of 
the Government, however, it Was found te be 


quite willing to do all in ita power to advance 


reciprecity, upon the conviction that it would 
prove to be of advantage to both countries ; and, 

Teast thoroughly covered, 
in an exhaustive discussion, the assurance already 
referred to was cordially given, 

It remains, thorefore, only for the United States 
to ordain the necessary legislation. to consum- 
mate the proposed arrangement. 1t ix certainly 
to be hoped that the bill before the House may 
be considered on its own merits, uncomplicated 
with other tariff legislation. It appeals to free- 
traders and revenue reformers asin strict line 
with the principles they profess, and it also ap- 
peals to protectionists upon the tacts and figures 
of the customs duties now paid, upon the two 
articles indicated, by the people of the two coun- 
tries. The annual duties paid to Canada on the 
two articles exported from the States are esti- 
mated at about $900,000. The duties received 
by the United States on like importations from 
Canada is stated at about 830,000, It is only fair 
to state, however, that Canada expects langely 
to increasy her exportations to this country, un- 
der the stimulus of reciprocity; butin any 
event the United States will be langely. benefit. 
ted by the change. The prospects are most fa 
vorable for the legislation indicated,

~ LIQUOR LICENSE ACT, 1883. 


The Dominion License: Act now 
in force and the Board having been organ 
ized, it behooves all applicants for hotel, 
saloon or shop liconses to hand in to the 
Chief Inspector their applications on or 
before the firat day of March next. We 
give the section of the Act, viz.: 

Sree, 12 “Every petition for an hotel, 
“saloon or shop licenses shall be filod with 
“the Chief Inspector for the district 
“wherein the license is to have effect on 
“er before the first day of March next 
‘preceding the day when it is to como 
‘into force.” 

By Sub-Section 
“any other license authorized to bo grant- 
“ed by this Act (viz.; wholesale and 
“vessel license) shall be filed with the 
“Chief Inspector five days, at least, before 
“the day upon which the meeting of the 
“Board is to held.” This mocting 
must be held sometime during the month 
of March, and which must be duly adver- 
tised.

—12,015 immigrants arrived in the United

No. But had the 
fathers of both children been white and 
their mothers black, or had their fathers 
been black and their mothers white, a qua- 
droon progeny would be the result.of their 
unions, Under Nature's law it seoms either 
the fathers or the mothers must be of the 
sine degree of blood and color, or a con- 
tinuous intermixtuxe cannot.go on. 

To make it clearer—The danghter of a 
quadroon father and quadroon mother can- 
hot bring forth children if her husband be 
the quadvoon som of a quadroon- father and 
quadroon mother, Further, if two purely 
black men marry two purely white women, 
or two purely white men matry two purely 
black women, the number of children these 
women will bear will be but about half the 
number they would haye borne had their 
husbands been of the same colour as them- 
selves. 

In this country, where, unfortunately, 
there is more os race-mixing than anywhere 
elec, how few quadroons (three parts white, 
one part black blood) are seen ; and quint- 
toons, fifth-bloods, are still scarcer. When 
we look for octoroons, or eighth-bloods, we 
find but very few of them. Even in New 
Orleans (whore, itis generally supposed, 
there are many. pretty octoroon girls,) a 
genuine octoroon is a rarity, There are 
many quintroons and quadroons there who 
claim to be octoroons, but thoy are not; a 
month's search in that city some years ago 
resulted in the finding of but two real octo- 
roons. The Creoles, who are sometimes 
taken for octoroons, are not such, there 
being no negro blood whatever in therm, 
They are descended fron: the early Span- 
iards and French, who intermarried with 
the native Indians. 

Mrs. Jane Grey Swisshelm, in her recent 
article published in your paper, claims there 
is no law of nature ayainst this thing of 
intermarriage between whites and blacks. 
I am surprised at this, as Mrs. 5. is assur- 
ly a deeply-read woman, Lt may be, how- 
ever, that she has not given the subject full 
investigation. She has written *otl-hand” 
about it evidently. There is a law of nature 
against miscegenation—a law that brings 
severe punishment, too—that punishment 
being extinction. Ifa black man has a 
right to marry a white woman, his gon the 
mulatto’ las also that right. So has his 
quadroon grandson and octoroon great- 
grandson, But there nature steps in and 
says, ** No further,” and if this warning is 
not heeded reproduc tion ceases entirely, 
for no octoroon male can become the father 
of a child with an octoroon mother, That 
is the limit nature permits in miscegena 
tion

Timely Hints and Usefal Recipes. 
*OATMEAL CaAkEs,—Wet one cup of oat- 
meal with one cup of sweet milk ; in the 
moming add one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one egy, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, one quart of milk and 
flour to thicken, Bake in a quick oven, 

A Hix to Cooxs.—One of the wisest 
precautions to take when you are baking 
is tohave the oyen perfectly clean, and 
yet itis one that is often neglected, and 
many an otherwise faultless dish has been 
spoiled by the sifting of ashes from the 
upper grate in the oven. 

Breakyast Disu.—A good dish for 
breakfast is made by chopping pieces of 
cold boiled or fried ham just as fine as it is 
possible to chop them; mix them with 
cold mashed potatoes, an egg or two, a 
little butter or cream, or both, form into 
balls, flour them, melt a little butter in a 
frying pan, and brown the balls, Serve 
hot, 

Drirnp Peacnes Stewev.—Wash apound 
of dried peaches, put them into a porcelain- 
lined sauce-pan, with enough warm water 
to reach three or four inches above the top 
of the peaches, and let them stand over 
night to soak ; the next morning set the 
sauce-pan over tle fire, and simmer the 
peitches very slowly for five hours, or until 
they are tender; when the peaches are 
tender add to them a gill of any good syrup 
and cnough brown sugar tu sweeten them, 
and continue to simmer them until a good 
consistency is attained, Serve them hot or 
cold, 

Bortine Fisu.—After washing thorough- 
ly in salted cold water, sprinklo the fish 
with salt and pepper, and tie in a clean 
cloth with a sprig of parsley, Cover with 
cold water, except in case of salmon, when 
luke-warm water must be used to preserve 
the color. Cod requires fifteen minutes for 
each pound, A fish weighing one pound 
will be done in ten minutes atter the water 
begins to boul. Drawn butter sauce, with a 
hard-boiled egg chopped fine and stirred in 
at the last, is very nice for. bass, Oyster 
sauce is the best for cod.

Toren Soar. —Drippings, which necumu- 
late in almost every household,can be used 
for the grease. They should first be beiled 
in water and then left to cool ; afterwards 
they should be removed from the water 
and boiled alone until the water is expell- 
ed, The whiter the grease can be made 
the better the soap willbe. The imgre- 
dignts of the soap are 6 pounds of sal soda, 
7 pounds of grease, 4 pounds of unaslacked 
lune, 4 gallons of soft water and half a 
pound of borax. “Boil the soda and lime 
in the water until they are dissolved ; let 
the mixture stand oyer night to settle ; 
pour off the clear lye, to which add the 

grease and puverized borax, and boil tothe 
constituency of honey. Take the mixture 
from tho stove, stir inone ounce of oil of 
sassafras or lavender, and pour it into a 
tub, or what is still better, a tight shallow 
and when cold cutinto bars 
and put on boards to dry,

Con- 
sidcrable progress has beon made with the 
masonry,about 17,000 cubic feet of granite 
magonry having been set, and the ree 
of nen employed will soon reach 800, As 
it is intended to manufacture the staal 
superstructure of the bridge on the spot, 
very extensive works lighted by electric 
lamps have been constructed at Queons- 
ferry,and the plant providedincludes about 
fifty steam engines of various classes, and 
a largo number of specially designed hy- 
draulic tools, drilling machines, anid other 
tools for dealing with the 45,000 tons of 
steel which will be used in the bridge. The 
manufacture of the superstructure of the 
bridge will soon bé commenced. All the 
important membera subject to compression 
will be of a tubular form, as will have been 
gathered by those who read the paper on 
the subject read at Southampton in 1882, 
by Mr. Baker, About three miles of steel 
tubés»ranging from 12 feet to5 feet in 
diameter, and from 1} inches to half an 
inch in thickuess, will be required. Plant, 
including gas and other furnaces, has been 
provided for this purpose, The steel plates 
are heated in gas furnacer, and stamped to 
the desired culture in a 2,000-ton hydraul- 
ic press ; the edges planed and the plates 
temporarily clamped together to forma 
tube about 400 feet in length. Travelling 
drilling-machines will then traverse the 
tube and drill all the Noles required to ri- 
vet the plates together, but. this riveting 
will not be done until the bridge is erect- 
ing, plate by plate, across the Forth. All 
the machinery required to begin the manu- 
facture of the tubes in the new works has 
been desigued by Mr. Arrol, one of the 
contractors,

The Bvening Sky. 


The present season.is remarkable for the 
brilliancy of the “evening sky: the four 
brighest planets, Venus, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn being all above the horizon at once. 
To add to the brilliancy of the spectacle, 
this takes place at a time when Orion, Tau- 
rus and others of the brightest constellations 
are near the meridian,and nine stars of the 
first magnitude above the horizon. An ad- 
ditional point to possessors of telescopes is 
that Saturn is approaching both his peri- 
helion and the point of greatest opening of 
his rings, and is therefore in that part. of 
his orbit most fayorable for.study. About 
the middle of April’ an addition will be 
wilide by the simultaneous appearance of 
Uranus, Neptune and Mercury, so tliat all 
eight of the major planets will be visible at 
the same moment. Of course a telescope 
will be required to see Uranusand Neptune, 
but the six others will be visible to the 
naked eyo.—Neience.

Cheese Markets, 
Unica, N. Y., February 1s. 

No perceptible change has taken place in the 
cheese trade of late. Stocks are gradually grow 
ing smaller, and prices are maintained with great 
firmness, Although the shipping business has not 
been quite as good as for some time previous, the 
home trade has been more active,and it is evident 
that the stock of good cheese will be all wanted 
befere the end of the season. Everybody in the 
country is watching the market now with plen- 
ty of interest as indicating what the price of 
early cheese is likely to be. Four years ago 
the price of cheese for the first three weeks in 
February was Lic, but during the last week it 
fell to L4hc, and remained there through the 
month of March and half of the month of April. 
But the conditions this year do not seem to favor 
any such drop in prices. Stock is held in strong 
hands both in this countryand in Canada,and the 
impression prevailsthat for the limited amount of 
choice stock available there will be an eager de- 
mand to supply the summer trade in old cheese. 
There are people who don’t care for fresh curds, 
but want stock that is thoroughly ripened, and 
for such there must be a certain proportion of 
last year’s stock on hand. Our usual table of

London 
is yoarly thronged by thousands of strang- 
ors from America and from all parts of 
the colonies, and Westminster Abbey is 
usually the first building to which they de- 
vote a day of thoir time. To them it is 
the shrine of a devout pilgrimage. They 
fec] the influence of its architecture, 
which so deeply affected even the mind of 
Congreve, and made Wordsworth desire 
‘* in hours of fear and solemn thought" to 
roam through its aisles

Where bubbles burst, and folly’s dancing foatn 
Melts if it cross the threshold. 

They feel its inspiring connection with 
long and glorious centuries of English 
history which made Nolson exclaim before 
the battle of the Nile, ‘*Westminster 
Abbey, or a peerage.” They feel its 
ailont witness to the truth of William 
Penn's romark that ‘tthe humble, meek, 
morciful, just,devout souls are everywhere 
of one religion” when they see a like 
honor accorded to Romish bishop and 
Protestant dean, to Dryden, the Roman 
Catholic, and Tsanc Watts, the Non- 
conformist ; or, as they gaze on the tomb 
beneath which sisters so unlike each other 
as Queon Elizabeth and Queen Mary, regno 
fun, share in one common grave 
as they wore one uneasy crown. They learn 
unconscious lessons of political and social 
charity from “the great temple of silence 
and reconciliation, where the enmities of 
twonty contaries lie buried,’ when they 
look at the memorials alike of Pitt and 
Fox, Castlereagh and: Canning, of Carey, 
who died broken-hearted for the death of 
Charles I., and of Milton, who defended 
his execution. 

The Abbey reminds them of God, for it 
was built in ages of faith to His honor; it 
reminds them of the vanity of human wish- 
es, for it is ‘a huge pile of reiterated hom- 
ilies 1 the emptiness of renown and the 
certainty of oblivion ;” it reminds them of 
death, for itis **a symbol of both worlds, 
the seen and the unseen, and of the veil, 
thin asa cobweb, yeb opaque as night, 
which parts the two ;” it reminds thom of 
tho’ sitnplicity and sacredness of duty, for 
they may read that lesson in the memorials 
of many who, in most different ways, after 
having seryed God in their generation, have 
fallon on sleep. There, if in any building 
in the world, ‘tthe stone cries out of the 
wall, and the beam out of the timber an- 
swers it,” No man has expressed one of 
the lessons which it teaches better than Sir 
Walter Scott :

Hunting Vish with Dogs, 


Captain Mayne Reid in his last story, 
‘©The Land of Fire,” now appearing in

** By this, the four canoes have arrived at 
the entrance to the inlet, and are forming 
in line across it at equal distances from one 
another, as if to bar the way against any- 
thing that may attempt to pass outward, 
Just such is their design ; the fish being 
what they purpose enfilading. 

**Soon the fish-hunters, having complet 
ed their ‘cordon’ and dropped the dogs 
overboard, come on up the cove, the women 
plying the paddles, the men with javelins 
upraised, ready for darting. The little 
foxy dogs swim abreast of and between the 
driving the fish» before them 
sheep-dogs drive sheep—one or another 
diving under at intervals, to intercept such 
as attompt to escape outward, For in the 
translucent water they can see the fish far 
ahead, and trained to the work, they keep 
guard against a break from these through 
the inclosing line. Soon the fish are forced 
up to the inner end of the cove, where it is 
shoalost ; and then the work of slaughtor 
commences, The dusky fishermen, stand 
ing in the canoes and bending over, now to

San Francisco, for Aus- 
tralin and New Zealind. Tho vaguest ideas 
as already 8 iid, prevail as to the running 
speed of these trains. The speed of th 
Flying Scotaman is goncrally assumed to 
bo fifty miles an hour; tho Wild Irishman 
is credited with the same rate; but the 
friends of the Flying Dutchman. maintun 
that the run from London to Bristel aver 
aos sixty, and thatitis far ahéad of allits 
rivals in rogard to speed. Among such di- 
vorsitios of opinion, it may be interesting 
to give a few particulars of these champion 
trains., Tho partisans of tha Wild Irish- 
man will be disappointed when  tliey hear 
that, whatever may be the result of the 
negotiations now pending,or that may have 
beon completed, between the London and 
North Western Company and the Post 
Office, the ** Irish mail” cannot even be 
named in the competition. 
The quickest of the four 
by this name,and it may been noticed thatit 
stops more frequently than its three name 
sakes, averages 40.5 miles an hour ; so that 
though, by the he Ip, of the steamer, the route 
to Dublin is probably the quickest sea and 
land journey in the world, still, as a train, 
the Wild [vishman is inforior to other trains 
of the London and Northwestern Company, 
which does not pretend to run the quickest 
train in England. Bradshaw's is so perplox- 
ing A study to many persons, that, in order 
to save furthdr trouble, it may be well to 
admit that the struggle for first place in 
in speed lics between two well known 
trains, the Flying Dutchmam of the Great 
Western, and tho Flymg Scotsman of the 
Great Northern, and the competition be 
tween them is extre moly ke en. The Flying 
Dutehman is 4 broad-gauge train, leaving 
Paddington Station at a quarter to twelve 
midday, and it runs as far as Swindon 
without a stoppage. Ltis the custom for 
all Groat Western trains to come to a halt 
at this station, and the Dutchman stops for 
ten minutes, devoted to refreshments,aftoer 
which it resumes its course; and after a 
momentary stay at Bath,it reaches Bristol 
at twonty one minutes past two, after a 
run of one hundred and eighteen anda quar- 
ter miles. Notwithstanding the import- 
ance of the city of the Ayon,only five min 
utes for rest are allowed and at twonty-six 
minutes past twothe Dutchinan has resumed 
his wild carcer,and is rushing at full speed 
for Taunton, where there is a pause, hardly 
a stoppage, and at four o'clock in the af- 
ternoon the train rolls into Exeter. Here 
the career of the Dutchman is considered 
to end, and ita great spoed 
continued, Tt runs on indeod 
moutli, and even Penzance ; but 
a longer time to finish the 
dred and thirty two and a half miles 
between Exeter and the Land’s End 
than the previous one hundred and ninety- 
three and three-quarter miles from London. 
It requires but little calculation to show that 
the speod from start to finish, including all 
stoppages, is 45.6 miles an hour—a fine 
speed certainly, but by no means the “mile 
a minute ’’ with which tradition invests it. 
The other train whose claims have to be 
examined is the Flying Scotsman. This isa 
narrow-gauge train leaving King’s Cross, 
London, at 10 a. m., en route for Scotland. 
Its firat start is impressive, for it 
with the longest run without a pauso 
England, and probably in the 
the ofa run to Grantham in 
colnshire; “‘w distance of 105 
minutes are vraciously allowed 
breathing-time, and thon” tlie 
takes wing for York. Tho speed is as high 
as over; and at the end of 189 miles—com 
pleted in five minutes less than four hours 
the train onters the handsome 
in England,that of the North-Eastern Com- 
pany at York.

In accidental poisoning there are two 
things to be attended to as promptly as 
possible ; and these two things constitute 
all the treatment thatis needed in the 
great majority of cases, The first is to get 
rid of as much of the poison as possible ;

ODDFELLOWSHIP, 


During the past year four ney lodges 
were opened in Massachusetts, 

Bothwell Oddfellows are to havea charity 
concert in aid of the poor early in‘March, * 

There are 17 lodgeer in New York State 
that have over 200 members, Forty-eight 
lodges have over 150 each. 

De Soto Lodge No. 165, of Springfield, 
Maass., has a membership of over 5600, and 
is now drilling four working teams, or one 
for cach degree, 

In New Jersey there are 196 lodges, 
with 13,892 members. During the past 
year $71,041.76 were paid for relief, The 
per capita tax is but 10 cents per member. 

Charter Oak Lodge, of Hartford, Conn., 
ordered a $1,000 outfit, and then proceed- 
ed to perfect their work. Result: 64 
candidates initiated the next succeeding 
term. 

Bro. J. T. Abbott, Grand Master of 
fowa, has issued a proclamation to the 
lodges in his jurisdiction, inyiting aid for 
the sufferers by the floods in the States of 
Ohio and Iinois. 

The Grand Secretary of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge has received a petition from 
the ten lodges in Denmark for a Grand 
Lodge. It is probable the Grand Sire 
will authorize a warrant. 

The Grand Encampment of Texas met 
at Fort Worth on February 4th. Two 
new cheampuents were organized during 
the year and two uniformed degree camps 
were chartered. The Grand Master re- 
ported the opening of ten new lodges, the 
reorganization of two lodges, and the or- 
ganization of two R. D. lodges. 

We learn from a correspondent in the 
New Age thatthe new hall of Harmony 
Lodge, No. 3, Sandwich Islands, was ded- 
icated on the 3rd of January, in the pre- 
sence Of a large assembly of brethren and 
citizens, Many ladies were present, and 
after the dedicatory services were conclud- 
td the party engaged in dancing until 
after midnight. A tine supper was served 
during the evening. 

The four lodges in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
on the 3lst of January dedicated their 
handsome. new hall with appropriate cere- 
monies. The lodge room is 43x60 feet, 
and is furnished in the most elegant and 
artistic inanner ; carpets, chandeliers, em- 
blems, chairs, etc., being models of taste 
and great discrimination. The library is 
17x38 feet, and is well filled with books, 
magazines and newspapers, as well as 
tables for chess and checker players. A 
lady will be employed as librarian to 
attend daily and issue books to members 
of the order, 

The Grand Master of Dakota says: “Odd 
Fellowship is booming in Dakota ; we have 
instituted thirteen lodges since May, 1883, 
and have petitions for three more, which 
Will soon be organized, In ten other places 
brothers are making arrangements, and in 
some of them Lodges will undoubtedly be 
instituted before our Grand Lodge meeting 
in May, 1884. The Rebekahs are active, 
and several lodges of that degree will be 
established this year, The encampment 
branch is moving in the right direction ; 
three encampments have been instituted 
since May, 1883, and at least one more will 
be organized soon.” 

Hoy is this for an inducement to attend 
the lodge meets! A brotherin Baltimore 
City Lodge, No. 57, has given notice to the 
lodge that on Wednesday, March 5th, he 
proposes to offer a resolution that eachmer- 
ber attending the lodge shall be entitled 


to the sui of 2dcts. for each meeting. In 
support of the same he says he don’t see 


why the members who attend the lodge to 
look after its finances, attend to ‘all com- 
mittees, &c., should not be entitled to some 
compensation. Further, he states that 
those stay-at-home brothers (of course there 
are exceptions) when taken sick, if not vis- 
ited immediately, become incensed. 
Vermont claims to be the only jurisdic- 
tion in which the numbers of the Lodges 
range with unbroken regularity, from 1 to 
69. In Llinois the numbers run to nearly 
800, and yet there are onlyabout 100 Lodg- 
es. In Maryland they run to 134, within 
which there are 28 numbers. blank or va- 
cant, thus 12, 13, 16, 21, 22, 27, 28, 29,30, 
37, 38, 41, 42, 53, 59, 62, 69,° 73, 75, 80, 
82, 83, 86, 90, 96, 105, 109, 115. For the 
sake of uniformity would it not be well to 
adopt the system of giving the nuntbers of 
Lodges long defunct, with no prospect of 
their revival, to new Lodges as they may 
be created! The foregoing we clip from an 
oxchange, but doubt its correctness.

the acholar no less than for the 
ind one book is never discouraging. I[t i 

i mistake to begin with a thoory ; there is 
groat danger of dyinggpf it. Bogin by read 
ing what interests yor? if you wantte-oul 
tivate yourself and yot have not formed the 
habits and tastes of an ordinary reader, do 
not attack Grote or Hume, but take some 
thing than can be read with pleasure. It is 
better to begin with a poor novel and end 
with Macaulay than to begin with Matthew 
Arnold and never get beyond him. Most 
poople exhaust themselves on a plan which 
includes as many books as a good. library ; 
Rollin and Gibbon have slain revimentas of 
possible readers. It is an immense advan 
with the current; it is easy 
enough to read when the interests 
you. If novels Irold your attention, by all 
means bowin with novels, but be careful that 
you move upwards and not in a cirelo, Im 

prove the quality of your selections ; try a 
historical remance, and you will be an ex 

coptional porson if ** [yanhoo,’ or ** Hypa 

tia,” or *Romola,” orthe Cloister and the 
Hearth "do not beget in you a desire to 
road history for its own sake, and a guili- 
clent interest In the reading” tocarry you 
along. If you lave a taste for biography 
read J.S.C. Abbott's Lives,and you willfind 
yoursolf ready to onjoy Trevelyan’s ‘‘Ma 

caulay,” [rving’s ‘*Columbus,’’ Carlylo’s 
‘Sterling,’ Lounsbury’s ‘Cooper,’ 
Stanley's “Arnold.” Ifa narrative inter 
ests you, do not attack the great histories,

and wider outlook. If biography imposes 
less strain on your attention than any 
other form of serious writing, plan a 
courso of biographical reading that will 
load you to w definite ond, and then sup 
ploment it with historical reading that 
will set the solitary figures with which 
you have familiarized yourself amid the 
scenes of their several epochs ; find out 
what literary men were among their con- 


tomporaries, and read their greatest 
works, In this way you will steadily 
widen your interest and broaden your in- 
telligence, while preserving in a large 


field the personal element which first led 
you to a single character, If you are 
really in earnest in the purpose to educate 
yourself through books, however limited 
your meas, your time or your tramimng, 
an unfailing method can be given in a 
single sontence—Save your pennies, sclect 
your books, and never waste a minute.

He then ex- 
changes his dressing-gown for his uniform, 
and is ready at eleven to receive his adju- 
tants, to hear their reports and issue his 
orders, While at work hoe partakes of a 
simple lunch, and when his adjutants are 
gone resumes his writing until the stroke 
of two, when the work is pushed aside. He 
then receives the higher oflicers of the staff 
and listens to their reports.

It had beon trained to do work of many 
kinds in the East, euch as piling lumber 
in systematical columns, and even setting 
the heavy stones in masonry, so that ex- 
pert workmen seldom found it 
to make any changes in their position. 
The cunning of the elephant was well 
known, for the trained monster was often 
used to lure his wild brethren into snares, 
and frequently assisted in throwing and 
holding down the captive until the chains 
wore plac ed upon him. 

“The zoologist used other arguinonts of 
the same kind, and Conklin at last deter 
mined to make the attempt, and determine 
tho possibility of teaching the elephant 
how to read, He selected * Rajah,’ a fif- 
teen-year-older, for the experiment. Ie 
got a blackboard, two feet long and eight 
inches wide, on-which to inscribe the 
letters. He did not begin, however, by 
teaching the animal the alphabet. He did 
not seem to want to make the experiment 
in that way, a8 it might be too tedious ; 
but, as you know,ring or trained elophants 
know all the words of eeithand spoken by 
the trainer. They will stop when he cries 
‘halt,’ meve on when he says * march,’ 
run at the order to ‘ double-quick,’ and, 
indeed, obey every word spoken to them. 
Well, Conklin hit upon this plan. He 
took * Rajah’ into the ring at least once 
every day, and, writing the word ‘March’ 
in Roman characters about five or six 
inches long on the board, placed it before 
the animal’s oyes, and, after allowing lim 
to scan it, pointing to the white letters, 
shouted the order, ‘March,’ which, of 
course, was complied with. He found, by 
writing the letters while the board was 
held before the elephant, was a surer way 
of attracting the animal’s attention to .the 
characters, so he now writes in this way. 
‘Rajah’ soon grew accustomed to the 
board and the letters,and now very seldom 
makes a inistake When a writteh command 
is presonted to him. He will mareh the 
moment the last letter is finished, halt 
When the trainer shows him the svord, and, 
indeed, recognizes every inscription of this 
elt) ‘eb places. on tho board.

These are derived principally from some 
particular cause or object. For instance, 
lreland—which Julius Ciesar first called 
Hibernia—is a kind of modification of Erin, 
or the country of the West. 

Scotland, from Scotia, a tribe which ori- 
ginally came from Ireland, It was ancient- 
ly called Caledonia, which means a moun- 
tainous country—forests and lands.

Keop a good kitchen garden, but occupy

Save manure by not allowing anything 
to waste, and prevent liquid fertility from 
running off for want of absorbents or of 
compost heaps to receive it. Many farmers 
who would be sorry to have fifty dollars in 
bills stolen from them ,allow a hundredand 
fifty dollars worth of enriching materials to 
escape and waste. 

Prevent your crops from being devoured 
by the growth of weeds, first by securing 
labor enough, or by planting less in area,so 
that you may adopt the cheap mode of kill 
ing these intruders before they reach the 
surface of the mellow soil. 

Keop the quarters occupied by pigs clean 
and pure, and do not allow the animals 
which are to afford food for your nice and | 
clean table, to wallow in filth and manure. 
Pigs like cloantlinsss if only allowed a fair 
chance, and if not driven into the dirt by 


careless owners. 

Keep farm accounts 
the area of your fields —find out what crops 
and what modes for cultivating them pay 
best, and do not operate in the darkness 
of guess-work, 

Do not throw broken tools or any kind 
of rubbish into the public road, any sooner 
than you would into your front yard ; make 
the highway an ornament to your fann, 
instead of allowing the roadside to grow up 
with thistles, mulleius, briars, nettles, john- 
sworth, poison hemlock, ox-eye, burdock 
and toad-flax, 

Plant «a few move fruit trees, keeping up 
an annual addition to your orchard or fruit 
garden as the case may require, and see 
that your strawberry bed and raspberry 
plantation are timely replenished. And 
when planted out, give themall the culti- 
vation they require, and not allow them to 
fail in fruit by neglect. 

Top-dress bearing orchards annually or 
biennially, and cultivate young or newly 
set orchards as assiduously as you would a 
crop of corn, turnips or potatoes; any of 
these three crops being suitable to raise 
among the young trees. 

Make a timely register of all fruit trees 
when set out, so that when they come into 
bearing and the labels are lost you will 
know what they are. :
